WRECKED CREW SUFFER 


SIX OF COMPLEMENT O F “ CRIC- 
CIETH CASTLE” ALL THAT 
SURVIVE THE SHIP’S

LIVERPOOL, Nov. I.— A harrow­ 
ing tale of suffering at sea is told by 
three of the six survivors of 
the 
crew of the “ Criccieth Castle,” 
re­ 
cently lost in the South Atlantic.They 
are in a hospital here, having been 
brought to Liverpool from the Falk­ 
land islands by 
the 
Pacific 
liner 
“Oravia.” 
When the vessel began to sink, 
from a leak, the lifeboat and gig 
were launched. 
The gig, with seven 
on board, has never been heard from. 
In the lifeboat were the captain, 
his wife and son, and fourteen oth­ 
ers. 
Four died the same night and 
were buried at sea. 
The survivors 
had to row 200 miles before 
they 
could hope to sight land.

ing industry sets the stan d ard and 
price for barley on our m arket.

station should inquire of the per­
